poll of conjrresa npou the most vital 
qaestions likely to come before that 
body at this seasion, below in given the 
exact qneationa labmitted to the mem- 
beta. 

The following proposition was sab- 
mitted to the membera of the house : 
' 'Do you favor the letirement of the 

greeubacks?" 

The Burprise in tho vote upon this 
proposition was in the fact that each 
Kepnblicans as Belknap, DoUiver, 
Odell, Henderson, Mesick, Bmco and 
HopkinB were found in opposition. 
Not a sinffle I'opalist, of course, favore-l 
the proposition, wlxile Brenner of C^hio 
and Kitchm were tho only Democrats 
in its favor. 

The following propositions were sub- 
mitted to the meuibcrs of th<! senate : 

••Can any radical tiuaneial legislation, 
inyolving the retirement of the green- 
back, the limitation of the legal tender 
quality of Bilver. or the issuing of gold 
bonds for the retirement of greenbMks, 
pass the senate?" 

There was practically a unanimous 
sentiment that nothing can be dune. 
On this poll there was not an afhrma- 
tlTe TOte. The negatives were largely 
In the majority and the donbt expressed 
by certain lenaton virtoaUy meant a 
negatiTe. 

To the seoate, apon the matter of an- 
noacatlon, the propoeition waesabmit- 
ted: 

"Do yon favor the annexation of 
Hawaii f" 

Not a single straight Repablioan was 
found in opposition, bnt Ouinon and 
Pettigrew, the silver senators, voted in 
favor of it. All the leaders of the Dem- 
ocratic party were oppoaed, with the es- 
ceptions of Morgan, Pettos, Rawlins 
and Tnrpie. 

The exact form of thevQ^ taken 
npon the question of arbitration waa 
this: 

"Doyoa favor the adoption of a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty with Great Brit* 
ainr 

Among the Bepablioana f oond in the 
negative here were Blkins. Frye and 
Baker, with CookreU, Mills, Morgan 
and Murphy among the leaders of the 
Demoorati. The greater lights in the 
Repnblioan party who leaned toward 
an affirmative view were Allison, For- 
aker. Hale, Hanna, Hawley, Morrill 
and Hoar. Bnt many of the senators 
who wished to be recorded in the 
affirmative qoalifled their declarations 
by conditions and limitations as to ex- 
actly what shape they should comprise 
and what its exact conditions should be. 

Upon the Cuban question these two 
propositions were submitted to members 
of the house of representatives : 

•'Do you favor the joint resolution 
passed by the senate at the extra session 
declaring that a state of war exista in 
Cuba?" 

"Do you favor » resolution acknowl- 
edging the independence of Cuba?" 

The first proposition seemed to meet 
with the views of the greater portion of 
the known friends of the insurgents, al- 
though the Kepublicans were far be- 
hind the Democrats in nnmberH. 
Among those on tho Reiniblicaii roll 
who voted for tho prfiiiosition were Bel- 
knap, Bomolle, Duul'ord, 1 Uiveiijiort, 
Dorr, Grow, Henry of Indiana, Uob- 
bins, Stevens and Overstreet. All tJie 
DeiiuKTutic leaders favored it. Such 
mill as liailey, I'enton, Bland, I'mien- 
troiit and Taylor of Alabama being 
found auiOHK the positive friends of 
belligerem y for the frallant patriots of 
Spain's beleaguered colony. 

Friends of Cuba appeared to bo a bit 
shy of the bold sn^rgestion of Cuban in- 
dependence, probably for the reason 
that the first projiosition having' passed 
the senate, alTords tlie itieans of more 
direct actiini, and tlinjugh the fear that 
the cont-'ifssiuiial recognition of Cuba's 
iude|)<;ii(leiice might lead to complica- 
tions with Spain whioh the oth«r move 
would avoid. 

Holiday Bmms of Oongrei'i. 

W.^SHiNc TON, Doc. 9. -Tho indica- 
tions are that the holiday recess of con- 
gress will extend from Saturday, Deo. 
18, to Hobday or Tuesday, Jon. 8 or 4. 
Speaker Reed is understood to favor 
these dates. If, however, any import- 
ant business develops in senate or 
house, the reoeu will probably be post- 
poned into Christmas week. Bo far as 
the house is concerned no general legis- 
la^on will be ready for consideration 
before the hoUdays. and work is likely 
to be confined tb the appropriation 
billa.

New York. Dec n.— Charles Fiwher, 
alias J. B. Ford, reached this city yes- 
terday on board the steamer Teutonic 
from England, Fisher is in oiutody of 
a detective from OinoiBBati to which 
place he is being taken to answer to the 
charge of forgery by which he is al- 
leged to have obtained a considerable 
sum of money from the Cincinnati Cof- 
fin company. He is also accused of 
having been one of a gang of letter box 
robbers who have operated in most of 
the large cities of the United States. 

Aocoiding to a statement given out 
by detectives in <diarge of the case Ford 
is a notorious forger, whose operations 
have extended over the Uniteid States. 
While under arrest in Cincinnati for 
attempting to swiodle the First Na- 
tional bank there on Nor. 10, 180S, 
Ford made his escape. 

He has served a long term in Sing 
Sing, and while there he mode the ao- 
quaintanoe of several letter bos thieves, 
with whom, acoording to the record, he 
worked Philadelphia, Washington, St. 
Louis and other places. He was arrest- 
ed in EngUnd in 18M in the Bank of 
Scotland, where he had gone to secure 
a check book on a forged order. He was 
sentenced to three years, bnt was par- 
doned in 1895, as the aothoritiee thought 
he was about' to die of consnmptioD. 
Then he oame book to this ooontry and 
is credited by the poUoe with having 
been engaged in extensiTe swindles in 
Richmond, St. Paul, Oinoiiinatl and 
Baltimore. * 

FOREST RY ASSO C ATION. 

Vorlooj Stntat Reeocniilas • Policy of 
Foreit Preserratloa. 

Washixcjtos, Dec. !).— Tlie American 
Foresty association held its lOth an- 
nual meeting at Washington yesterday. 
The meeting was mainly a business 
meeting to satisfy the requirements of 
articles of incorporation for the purpose 
of receiving re]>ort8 and the election of 
ofllrers. General Franois H. Aj^ton 
of Boston presided. 

After a brief report from the board of 
directors the report of the executive 
committee was read by the chairman, 
Dr. B. £ Feruau. The report referred 
to the legislation paued in the extraor- 
dinary B(>ssion of the preaent congress, 
providing an administration for the 
federal forest reservation as a result of 
the educational work of the association 
during the last 10 years. The owning 
of forest areas, it is said, is being recog- 
nized by various states as an essential 

{>art of a state forest poUcy. The tariff 
egislation was briefly touched upon as 
influencing neither favorably nor unfa- 
vorably the foreetry movement. 

Officers were elected as follows : (Gen- 
eral Franois H. Appleton, Bost<m, pres- 
ident ; Sir H. O. Join de Lotbiniere, 
Quebec, flnt vice president ; Qeorge P. 
Whittleser, Washington, reoording sec- 
retary and treasurer. 

BIQ SHIPMEN T OF MO NSY ORDERi 

ThouiMds of Dollon SoaS Ateeod to Vw- 

cliaae ( hrUtauW Olft*. 

New Y<juk, Dec. 9. — In the mail bags 
which went out on the St. Paul yester- 
day were 9,000 foreign money orders, 
amounting to AM,SS4. These cnders are 
for Christinas presents, and most of 
them go to Norway and Sweden. 

This is the first large batch of foreign 
money orders that has gone out this 
year. The first orders each year go to 
Nor^vay and Sweden. About a week 
later those intended for German friends 
are sent, and after them go tho orders 
sent to Great Britain and Ireland. The 
money order certificates to France come 
last, presents being sent for New Tear, 
according to the custom there. 

The money order business in the New 
York postolttoe this year is about double 
that of the last h^day season. There 
were :j\),000 money orders handled yes- 
terday, as uprainst 10,000 on the corre- 
sponding diiqr last year. Of these, 11,- 
000 were domestk) orders, amounting to 
950,144. . 

The money Older department of thp 
New York poetoffice shows generally an 
average increase of 1,000 orders a day 
for the past six months over the corre- 
sponding period last year.

Her false forward wcxidwork, which 
was taken off in order to get the steam- 
er through the St. Lawrence canals, 
will be replaced, as well as her spars, 
rigging, etc. , which is now piled upon 
the decks. Crowds of people visit the 
new acquisition of the lake navy. The 
vessel IS 88 years old, bnt sound and 
well adapted for a training ship.

Nelsonvillk, C, Deo. 9.— Three men 
were killed at Floodwood, O . yester- 
day afternoon in a very short space of 
time. The victims ware : Riley Powell 
and son. Will, and Peter Klinesmith of 
Logan. 

The two Powells were working in the 
mines of O. V. Shafer & Son, and !ii"t 
their death by ablast bursting through 
the ribs of an adjoining room from tho 
one in which they were working. The 
younger Powell was instantly killed 
and the father will die. Both were 
frightfully injured. 

Klinesmith was bossing a gang of 
workmen engaged in tearing down an 
old furnace, when a pulley gave way 
and fell upon him, fhtally injuring 
him. 

One Indictment N<. tiled. 
C'>i.i'.MBr.<, ()., Dec. 9.— The first steps 
in what is thought hero to mean the 
ultimate release from the penitentiary 
of W. J. ISUiott, the editor and former 
state printer, serving a life sentenoe for 
the murder of A. O. Osborne in a street 
duel here six years ago, growing out of 
a newspaper controversy, were taken 
yesterday. In the same fight another 
man, W. H. Hughes, was also killed. 
Elliott was thus indioted twice, bnt is 
serving for only one. Yesterday the 
other indictment was nollied by Judge 
Badger. 

An Infant UUngurad For LIfo. 
Bradner, O., Deo. 0.— A horrible ac- 
cident occurred at the home of Robert 
Swope, near here, yesterday, which 

will probably result in their infant 
child being disfigured for life. Mrs. 
Swojie was ri iidentiK lard aud had just 
taki ii a pan of tlie fluid from thostovo to 
carry it from tho room, when the child 
grasped her clothing with such force as 
to cause the pan to empty its contents 
upon its body, it was terribly scalded, 
especially about the head and face. 

Sholoton* Foand In tho Wood*. 

— While 
passing through a woods on his farm 
one mile west of here yesterday 'Scjuire 
H. T. Massie discovered two headless 
skeletons lying beside a large log. He 
reported the matter to the authorities 
and an examination showed one of the 
skeletons to be that of a female and 
small particles of flesh were yet on some 
of the bones. The authonttes are in- 
vestigating the matter.

Arreoted a .Miner Who*0 Vrloads 

Came to III* Kcacne. 

Four Smith, Ark., Dec. 9.— The deo<l 
body of Jamea Murray, constable at 
Jenny LAn6, a ooal mining town in Se- 
bastian county, was foond Monday 
morning lying by the roadside. It was 
at fir^t supposed th-.it Murray h nl been 
the victim of a common mn iicr, but it 
has since developed the o.Hccr was 
lynched by * mob of coal miners. Con- 
stable Mnmiy left his home at Jenny 
Lind Sander afternoon and went to Bo- 
nanza to arrest a miner named Crane 
McBroom, for whom he had a warrant. 
He captured McBroom without trouble 
and started with his prisoner for Jenny 
Lind about midnight. That was the 
last seen of Murrav alive. 

The constable's oody was found lying 
by the roadside next moming about 80 
yards from the shaft of the Bonanza 
mine. His hands were tied securelv 
behind his body and his neck wa§ black 
and blue, showing plainly the imprint 
of a rope which iMd choked the life out 
of the body. Blood oozed from a dosen 
bullet wound in the officer's body and 
his clothing was torn into shreds. There 
was no rope near the dead man, but the 
imprints and lacerations of the cuticle 
showed unmistakably in what manner 
the constable had met his death. 

The coroner began an investigation, 
and it has been fully developed that he 
was waylaid by a mob of McHroom's 
friends, composed of miners, determined 
upon rescuing tho prisoner, and that 
Murray was lynched, tlie body cut 
Sown a!id placed by tlie roadside. Mc- 
Broom was arrested yesterday. Every 
effort is now being bent on discovering 
the members of the mob. 



DURANT'S LAST HOPE GONE. 

riio Californlo Supreme Court Dlspoie* of 
Bio Two Appoal*. 

San Franoisoo, Deo. 9.— Late yes< 
terday afternoon the supreme court dis- 
pelled the last hope of W. II. T. Du- 
raiit, tlio murderer of HlniK'he Lamont 
und Minnie WilliaiuH, 1 > (ii-iio.siiip in a 
summary manner of his two appeals. 
In a written opinion from the pen of 
Chief Justice Beatty, which is con* 
cnrred in by all but one of hisassooi* 
ates, the court afllrms the judgment of 
Judge Bahers, in remanding the pris- 
oner to San Qucntin until tho date set 
for his execution, but reverses the seu- 
teiK-in^; of I )urant to be hanged on Nov. 
U, and remands the case to the supe- 
rior court with iustmctioiis to prooeed 
according to law. 

As the rciiiittnr was ordered issued 
forthwith, and tho court holds that i'.\e- 
cution can only be stayed now by tho 
issuance of a certificate of probable 
cause, it only remains to resentence the 
condi iiiin d murderer, which will prob- 
ably be done within the next two or 

three (lays. 

Justice ( iarontto alone dissented ftfOm 
this oDinion, maintaining that Durant's 
appeuis should have bi-en dismissed a.s 
the the time required by law for their 
parf eotUm had been allowed to lapee.

EXPED ITION LA NPgP. 

Spaniard* Captnro tho Mnnltlon* of tVor 
bat tho Mon Eceapo. 

Waarinoton. Dec. 9. — News has 
reached here of the frustration of an at- 
tempt to convey a store of munitions of 
wai- to the Cuban insurgents just at the 
moment when it had i^pareatlj sao* 
oeeded. 

In about the middle of September a 
steamer painted block appeared near 

Cienfnegos and landed a stock of am- 
munition and 20 men under the lead of 
Josejih Cepero, a naturalized American 
citizen, who, after being held in a Cu- 
ban jail for nearly a year, was released 
by tho Spanish government last July. 

The expedition got inland, but a 
month later the Spanish authorities dis- 
covered nearly 500 boxes of ammuni- 
tion for Remington and Mauser rifles 
concealed in a shallow creek, and oar* 
ried it int o town.

■■It* Killing Two Pooplo. 

PraKKTokt, Ky., Dec. 9. —Samuel 
Orabtree, a convict 20 years of age, 
who is now serving a second term in 
the penitentiary for housebreaking, has 
made a startling conf essioo to the prison 
authorities. 

Grabtree confessed the murder in 
Lawrence county, three years ago, of 
his two cousins, Tony Rice and Wil- 
liam Short. He says David Wellman, 
David Dean and Dollie Frazier assisted 
in hiding the dead bodies under a 
trestle. Thev were tried for murder 
and acquitted. < : rabtree's father brood- 
ed over his wayward son and commit* 
ted suidde. Orabtree will be taken be* 
fore the grand jury.

Wheat— The month of November has 
been uniisnally favorable to the growth 
ot the wheat crop, and as a resalt a con- 
siderable portion baa reached what ia 
confidered an advanced stage, OOnaidar- 
intf the very late start it made. 

The aeneral tenor of remarks of oorre- 
flpondents ifl that tlie crop promipoR well 
and a few consider tiie outlook very tine. 
Of course much will depend upon what is 
met with during the winter in the way of 
sudden and hard freezes when unpro- 
tecte<I by snow. 

Should the crop be visited with the 
average amount of hardship during the 
winter the re.snlt may he dieastroufl. 

Considerable wheat was sown during 
November, the acreage, compared with 
isnc, having increased from i>0 per cent, 
on November 1, to 1C3 on December Ist. 
The returns from Assessors' reports show 
the arreaire for 1806 as 011,629 acres ; the 
estimated acreage for 1897 would, there- 
fore, be ()'.'T,078. 

Corn.— Coin is reported cribbed with- 
out dRmn(;p f^i nee maturity. Manycorre- 
Bpondciits report the crop light and 
chafly, and not yielding as well as indi* 
oated earlier. Aa to quality 24 corre- 
spondents report it ^rood, 71 average and 
3d had. The yield for the btate averages 
24.66 bushela per acr«. In 1896 the aver- 
age yield was '27 bushels. The acreage 
by the returns of the County Assessors is 
2,220,968 acraa. Taking now the eeti- 
mated average yield of 2-iIvy bnfehels per 
a re, gives a total of 54,509,0:^8 bushels. 

Live Stock.— The oondiUon of all live 
stock shows an improvement during the 
month. 

A Warning.— Information has reached 
me that Australian rabbits are being kept 
as pete in this and other sections of the 

S;ale. I feel it duty to call the atten- 
tion of those owning these apparently 
harmless little creatnrea to tbalr wonder- 
ful powers of destnu tioii and the rapidity 
with whieli they increase in numbers. 
The female brings forth ber young, 4 to 6 
in number, every month. It can easily 
bo eeen that a single pair turned loose 
would in a year or two make themselves 
felt in that section and would rapidly 
sprea'd to adjoining sections. 

They are especially destructive to 
young orchards and garden crops. Be* 
ing a burrowing animal it is an easy mat- 
ter for them to tunnel underneath the 
enclosure intended for their confinement. 
The English sparrow nuisance from 
whioh we are now suffering should serve 
as an object lesson against the importa- 
tion of any mora foreign pesta.
